We have lately received fome private Advices from 
France, which we think of Importance enough to be com 
municated to thé Publick. 

We are credibly inform’d in the firft Place, that the 
Harbour of Dunkirk, by the Advice and Affiftance of an 
Sagafewe refiding three, who was a noted Smuggler a 
few Years ago, is now put in full as good a Condition as it 
was in the lait War, sho’ it bas no Fortification as yet ; 
and that a great Part of the French Weff-India Trade now 
centers there, which it never did before. 

A few Days ago 35 Recruits from Eng/and landed at 
Calais, for Clare’s Regiment ; they were carried over in 
a French Ship, and our Correfpondent fays, he never faw 


more fightly Fellows in his Life, moft of them being fix 
Foot high: But we don’t know how to give Credit to 
what he tells us, fuch great Care being taken to prevent 
recruiting bere for the Irith Regiments in France; eipe- 
cially fince the late Notice fo publickly given of that vile 
Pra€tice. 

We are further inform'd from Ca’ais, that they have 
twelve Veffels belonging to that Town, employ’d in no 
other Bufinefs than imuggling French Goods into Exg- 
land; and the Fifhermen of Po/ogne and Dietpe feld4om 
fet out from their Ports on the Fifhirg Account, without 
a good Provifion of Brandy, Silks, G¢. in their Boats for 
the fame horelt Purpofes. 

We alfo hear that feveral Cargoes of Wool have arrived 
in Normardy and Picardy Gince the Petitions of our Woolen 
Munufa€turers to the Hon. Houte of Commons, for pre- 
venting the Exportation of our Weol. Thus the Jri* 
Reeruiters, the F.ench Smugglers, and our own Wools 
Runners, it feems are refolv’d to make the mott of their 
Time; but we hope the Legiflature will {oon put an End 
to their Succels, tho’ they may not be able entizely to 
hinder their knavith Attempts 

By Letters from Madrid, which came bv the laft Frezch
